in the same position that President 
Wilson took on the reservations to 
Article ten of the League of Nations 
covenant, while the remnants of the 
Irreconciliahle group 
are standing 


exactly where they stood ten years 
ago arguing against moral obliga- 
tions In treaties that were not speci- 
fically defined. 


The difference today is that Presi- 


dent Coolidge will not finally object, 
much as he dislikes the idea of sen- 
ate interpretation of the 
Kellogg 


treaty. And the pacts will be rati- 
fied. But the debate Is none-the-less 
significant^because 1 vindicates the 
position of those who believed in the 
ratification of the league covenant 
wth the Lodge reservations.

-COOLEDGE VIEW 


Mr. Coolidge takes the view that 


any reservations, or even a senate 
resolution of opinion which inter- 
prets what shall be 
done hi the 


event that the anti-war treaty i<j 
broken, is an academic question and 
the mere fact of interpretation in 
advance is a weakening of the moral 
value of the treaty. In other words 
since the treaty hinds the nations of 
the world not to use war as an in- 
strument of national policy, there is 
no need to legalize now a breaking 
of that pledge by providing what 
may be done in case of defensive 
war. 


Mr. Coolidge thinks there is great- 


er value in assuming that the Kel- 
logg treaty binds nations not to go 
to war and unless there is an aggres- 
sor there can be no defensive war 
circumstances. Mr. "Wilson felt that 
the reservations to article ten weak- 
ened that part of the covenant and 
would not accept them. Those op- 
posed to him insisted that the cove- 
nant would bind America to cooper- 
ate in assisting the states attacked 
but ilr. "Wilson said no such obliga- 
tion existed. Mr. Coolidge insists no 
similar obligation now is implied. The 
Senate wll probably by two-thirds 
vote accept the Coolidge view today 
whereas ten years asro it -was not 
ready to follow Mr. Wilson on the 
same line of reasoning.

Wright brothers' first flights here, 
25 years ago Monday, related inci- 
dents from their memory of the first 
flight.

The fourth living spectator of the 
first flight, John Moore, -was only IS 
years old on that December morn- 
ing 25 years ago, when the Wrights 
asked the Kill Devil lulls life saving 
crew to aid in launching their fIj ing 
machine.

Moore trudged up through the 


heavy sands against a biting -n md 
to watch what the little group ex- 
pected to be another flying machine 
that would not fly. The men helped 
the Wrights place their

on its track and waited with mixed 
sentiments of hopefulness and pess 
emism as Orville^ Wright climbed, 
into the kite like machine. 
The engine was warmed up: the 


propeller churned m the stiff wind, 
a wire holding the-machine was re- 
leased, and it started 
down the 
track. Wilbur Wright ran alongside 
the right wing, ready to balance it 
on the track. The machine dashea 
down its rails and lifted into the air, 
flying 120 feet m 12 seconds before 
settling onto the sand without dam- 
age.It was a short flight compared to 
the present world record of more 
than 4,400 miles between Rome and

Infectious diseases have what is 


called an Incubation period, repre- 
senting the time between the arrival 
of the germ in the body and the be- 
ginning of the symptoms. For in- 
fluenza this appears to be very short, 
namely, between 24 and 48 hours. 


The onset of the disease is sudden. 


Extreme sore throat is unusual. The 
patient usually goes to bed promptly 
with symptoms of chills and fever. 


Sometimes there is nosebleed and 


not infrequently rapidity 
of the 


pulse. By the second to the fourth 
day the disease has become quite 
severe and thereafter, if the patient 
is tending toward recovery, it les- 
bens in its severity. 


PAINS AND WEAKNESS 


There are usually pains in the 


muscles, great weakness, headache, 
slight cough, sometimes severe back- 
ache In some cases also the bowels 
may be involved. The amount of 
running from the nose varies as 
does also the, amount of prostration 
and there is sometimes plum colored 
appearance of the face, lips and 
chest which may develop in severe 
case? 
" ' 
In practically all of the cases that 


died, pneumonia is a secondary com- 
plication so that in 1918 reference 
was frequently made to the disease 
as influenza-pneumonia. Other com- 
plications may involve the sinuses, 
the ears, the eyes and the nervous 
system., 
In extremely severe 
cases 
the 


pneumonia may be complicated by 
the formation of fluid or pus m the 
chest, the lining of the chest wall 
may be inflamed, producing pleurisy 
and according to whether or not fluid 
or pus may b^formed, pleurisy with 
effusion or pleurisy with empyema.

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THE BOULDER DAM BILL 
The senate has passed the Boulder 


Dam bill by a vote of 64 to 11. It dif- 
fers in form from that passed by the 
house and the 
measure, therefore, 


goes to conference. The main differ- 
ence is that the senate bill carries an 
appropriation of $165,000,000 against 
$125,000,000 in the house bill, and that ; 
the latter makes it mandatory upon 
the government to build the 
power^ 


plant. 


This legislation has been the subject 


of much controversy throughout its 
long: career in congress. Many things 
are involved in the project, including 


4 flood control, ship canal, irrigation, 


water supply to municipalities, and 
power. Whether the benefits will jus- 
tify the expenditure required jio lay- 
man can venture an opinion. It prob- 


, ably is a conservative opinion, howev- 


er, to say that private capital could 
never have been induced to engage in 
the undertaking. It is, of course, a le- 
gitimate 
public work, 
the main 


question being whether the states and 


- localities interested ought not to fi- 
~ nance it rather than the federal gov- 


"L eminent. One cannot decide this point 
- on mere congressional judgment, for 


Boulder Dam is so steeped in politics 


- . and has been traded in so heavily on 


the floor and in the lobbies of congress 
that the vote on-its passage is no cri- 
^terion of its merits. It is essentially a 
political measure. From a distance it 


T looks like an unjustified raid on the 
x federal treasury for the 'consummation 
- of an enterprise, sectional and local 


in scope. 


Efforts to commit the government 


r to the development and operation of~a 
- power plant have failed, if for no other 


reason than because of the certainty of 


- a presidential veto. If the senate view 
.„ prevails the government will have the 


privilege of building and leasing a 
power plant as well as leasing rights 
of construction. While we do not be- 
lieve the president entertains a partic- 
ularly friendly attitude toward the 
Boulder Dam project, it is not unlike- 
ly that he may sign it. 


Certain of the western senators upon 


whom this and the succeeding admin- 
istration depend considerably for po- 
litical support are ardent advocates of 
this legislation. 
It seems a strange 


commentary, however, on the ways of 
government that this southwestern, 
dam scheme, with its benefits at least 
local and their value based on a cost 
not very well determined, should be 
authorized while a project of national 
importance like the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, which should have been put 
through years ago, lags by the road- 
side. 


THE "EMPIRE" OF THE 


UNITED STATES 


A Nova Scotfa college professor the 


other day said a significant 
thing 


about the service of the United States 
to the British dominions^ Every one of 
them, he declared, had profited 
by, 


adopting our double ideal—freedom to' 
express the personality, plus equality 
of opportunity. 


Equality, today as in 1776, is still 


the soundest principle on which to 
found prosperity, extend 
industry, 


settle new country, encourage inven- 
tive genius. The gravest handicap to 
progress in Britain proper is that de- 
spite the legislative forms of democ- 
racy, what Viscount Lascelles recent- 
ly called "the snobbery one meets in 
Great Britain"—upheld by centuries 
of touching the forelock—remains as a 
heavy bar to ambition. 


The British dominions have won 


away from this. A man is a man, and 
doesn't have to bolster his conviction 
of that feet by quoting Bobby Burns, 
if he lives in such dominions as Can- 
ada, Newfoundland, Australia and 
Xew Zealand. This advantage the do- 
minions ov\e to the American ideals 
they have adopted in clear preference 


to those of the mother country. When 
it is considered how the American 
spirit of democracy has permeated not 
only our own territories and most of 
the new world to which Herbert Hoo- 
ver is now missionarying, but even the 
far flung British empire, it seems pos- 
sible that the United States has a spir- 
itual empire and leadership greater 
than that of any other nation. 


When a noted Nova Scotian frank- 


ly acknowledges this debt, declaring 
the American principle of equality to 
be "a very cornerstone of our civiliza- 
tion," he may fairly draw our attention 
also to the responsibilities that 
go 


with it. Americans need to be remind- 
ed that bureaucracy can destroy equal- 
ity and freedom as surely as mon- 
archy, and that we are constantly slip- 
ping into it. An empire easily can mold 
at the heart. In fact, they usually 
have. 


WHY REVIVE IT? 


Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, chair- 


man of the contest board of the Amer- 
ican Automobile association, com- 
plains that auto racing is in the dol- 
drums, has lost the support of public 
interest, and requires a new type of 
racing car to restore popularity. 


What probably is at the bottom of 


this drop in public interest is the fact 
that auto racing is no longer of vital 
importance in setting speed records, 
determining the actual value of stock 
cars, or making really useful develop- 
ments. Manufacturers have their own 
testing grounds and tracks where they 
can apply far more gruelling and sci- 
entific tests than any single race. Speed 
records nowadays are made against 
time on beach tracks, and by special 
cars made for speeds no one is inter- 
ested in attaining, or even half attain- 
ing, except as a professional stunt. 


The airplane capable of. traveling 


three hundred miles an hour is an air- 
plane of potential usefulness and prac- 
tical superiority. 
All air roads are 


alike.,T-he automobile which can travel 
even two hundred miles an hour is 
simply a useless pest on any highway. 
It must have a special track, without a 
stone in its way. The folly and imprac- 
ticability of speed car building to ex- 
ceed the^ stock speeds of today have 
impressed the public. So have the hip- 
prodroming and faking that -have crept 
into much auto racing. Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker is a former racer and 
flyer. He may hate to see the daredevil 
game of his youth disappear. But the 
public is losing interest in this dan- 
gerous, and useless sport for perfectly 
normal reasons which do credit to its 
intelligence. >

There may be more of such talk as the 
goodwill voyage continues.

By Arnold Mulder , 


A STORY OF NORTHERN FATKS 


It Is hard to believe that any pres- 


ent day writer can tell a story of the 
days of the Vikings, long before 
'hristianlty reached the Scandina- 
vian countries, and mafce It convlno 
ng. But a new Scandinavian' novel- 
st—new to ' this country although 
not to hja own—Andrew Haukland, 
has fumed the trick in a recently 
published book that he calls "The 
Norms Are Spinning.'^ 


The book Is not completely suc- 


cessful, in my opinion. The first 
third of it Is melodrama of the moat 
pronounced type and again at the 
very end there are a chapte" or two 
of the same kind. Those sections of 
:he book are unconvincing. But the 
arge part of the book that Is given 
ovejr to the narrative of a father 
and son living together In the wil- 
derness and forcing the wilderness 
to give them food and clothing and 
shelter is admirable and more th*an 
makes up for the other part. 


The action of the book takes place 


in the vague past, perhaps a thou- 
sand years ago. The plac» if a sec- 
tion of the Scandinavian countries of 
Europe. The -nelodrama of the sto- 
ry has to do with a feud between two 
families because the son of one fam-' 
!y has jilted the daughter of an- 
other. They battle to the death and 
in the end only the father and son 
are left. 
They escape to the fast- 


nesses of the wilderness, ,far, far 
away from the habitations of men. 


There the baby boy grows up and 


the father cares for him, and at that 
point in the story the book begins to 
show elements of real 
greatness. 


Some, critic has compared It to 
"Growth of the Soil," but to me*It 
seems that It resembles "Eobinson 
Crusoe" much more As in DeFoe's 
story, the two characters In this 
story are thrown on "their own re- 
sources and the charm of the bdok 
lies in watching them wrest life from 
the wilderness. I never would have 
believed that such a story could bs 
made so interesting. We are told 
how they hunt and how they trap 
fish. All the details "are given, Just 
as if the author had been there aU 
the time himself. Exactly the same 
kind of triumph o^ the imagination 
was needed for ibis story tha^ was 
required for "Robinson Crusoe." 


The jSTojns of the title are the 


equivalent of the Fates in Greek 
mythology 
In'Scandinavian legent, 


as in Greek lore, there were three 
of these beings who weav • the web 
of life and death. Ther is no scape 
from the Norns. 
They spin and 


when they have come to the end the 
thread of life it cut off. What is 
to be is preordained and no one can 
escape his Nor is any more than -ho 
can escape Ms fate. 


The father who fled to the wilder- 


ness with his baby^oy could not es- 
cape the Norns. It.was decreed that 
the baby should eventually fall a 
•victim in the family fued. When he 
has grown to manhood, a girl zan- 
ders across his pa^h and he prompt- " 
ly falls in love with her, not know- 
ing that she is the daughter of the 
hostile clan. She finally discovert 
that her husband's father has slam 
her father and she plots revenge. 
Aiming at the life of the father she 
contrives to kill the son. In the end 
all three melodramatMRlly are con- 
sumed by the flames of their- own. 
home. It was the Norns, or as we 
would say today, it was Fate. 


Told in bare outline it does not 


sound convincing, and the melodra- 
ma is not convincing. But that does 
not take away from the fact that 
the book as a while is very mucli 
worth while. It is not one of those 
completely satisfying books thafyou 
come across about once in a decade, 
but a considerable part of it is good 
enough to arouse genuine enthusi- 
asm, and that is more than can be 
said for most novels.

onstratcd at Lawrence college .last 
year when only^ 10 cases of con- 
tagious diseases were reported, ac- 
cording to Miss Irene McCourt, resi- 
dent college nurse. Such a. record, 
in'view of the compactness of a col- 
lege community and especially in 
view of the 
series of 
epidemics 


which swept the state a year ago, 
can be the result of an effective 
campus health service, she believes. 


As evidence of the constant check 


that is made upon student health, 
Miss McCourt lists nearly 4,000 vis- 
its to the college infirmary made 
by nearly 600 Lawrence students last 
year. In addition to this, 700 dor- 
mitory calls were made by the two 
college nurses. 


According to E. J. Watts, Law- 


rence business manager, the col- 
lege health service expense, ap- 
proximates 3 per cent, of the total 
college budget or about $10 per stu- 
dent, only half of which is paid Ijy 
student fees.

season which closed 
Monday was 


marred by accidental deaths, it wit- 
nessed the largest turnout of nlm- 
rods in the 
history 
of practically 


every county in Northern Wisconsin. 


At Superior, Roy Cole, Douglas-co 


clerk, issued 4,300 hunting: licenses 
anr1 3,800 deer tags before Monday. 
Over 6,000 deer hunters scoured the 
woods of Ashland county in search 
of the wary buck this season, it was 
estimated by members of the North 
Wisconsin Rod and Gun club, ^hich 
has more than 500 active members. 
Prominent in this number if Gov. 
Fred R. Zimmerman, hundreds of 
down-state sportsmen and large num- 
bers of Chicago hunters. 


Governor Zimmerman, one of the 


fortunate game seekers, bagged his 
220-pound buck near Loretta, deep 
in the heart of Sawyer county's wild- 
est country. "Scarface Al Capone" 
of Chicago, who spent several dajs 
hunting, apparently was not fortun- 
ate, as no reports 
of his having1 


killed a deer have been made. A sum- 
mer home or private summer resort 
has been reported as being- built near 
Winter for Capone. 


Discussion of changing the two- 


year season was a topic among deer 
hunters this year and sentiment for 
a five year closed season on 
deer 


was not strong with Ashland county 
sportsmen. They decided there were 
more bucks in the wood this year 
than there have been for many sea- 
sons. The alternating closed season 
permits the deer to multiply In suf- 
ficiently rapid numbers, they believe. 


Farmers are 
not 
strong for a 


change, it is said. If deer receive too 
much latitude, they become a men- 
ace to crops and orchards, farmers 
say. Some Ashland county citizens, 
however, prefer to se© a five-year 
closed season. They believe it is bet- 
ter to have the deer 
alive than to 


have them become almost extinct be- 
cause of over-zealous hunters.

—(XP)— 
In 
Brazil, 


President-elect Herbert Hoover may 
hear mo^t about the rubber and cof- 
lee Industry and the Increasing 
amount of capital, from the United 
States entering there. American at- 
tention has focused recently upon 
those three things. 


Henry Ford's effort to grow culti- 


vated rubber in Brazil is getting un- 
der way on a tract of land of em- 
pire proportions, 125 miles south of 
the Amazon river. The American 
may-be the instrumentality through 
which Brazil will regain its posi- 
tion as a world producer of rub- 
ber. 


The rise and fall of Brazil's rub- 


ber industry is a fascinating story 
and the probability that an Ameri- 
can may lead -the way to 
world 


prestige again is as ^nteresting a 
sequel. 


The coffee industry in Brazil is 


one of nine government controlled 
combinations of as many raw mate- 
rials which thejnarkets of all lands 
demand. 


Coffee prices are maintained by 


control of the supply. Only certain 
quantities are permitted to reach 
Brazilian ports the remainder being 
held in warehouses in the interior. 


Mr. Hoover's opportunity to study, 


first-hand, Brazil's plan of valoriz- 
ation of coffee comes at a time when 
the government has been faced with 
a somewhat acute problem growing 
out of the bumper coffee crop for the 
year ending June 30. 


As of that date, 13,109,077 bags of 


coffee were held out of market. Each 
bag contains 132 pounds. A tremend- 
ous amount of money consequently 
was needed to finance growers un- 
til the surplus goes through the 
market bottleneck. 


American capital has been flowing 


Into Brazil at an accelerated rate 
lately, much of it finding its way 
into publie utility holdings. 


The world obtained most of Its 


rubber from Brazil until the last de- 
cade and a half. Since jfchen most of 
it has come from British and Dutcn 
possessions in the middle east. 
Brazil's rubber grew wild. Twen- 


ty-five years ago* an Englishman 
left Brazil with 75,000 seeds of the 
tree Havea-Brasiliensisj, the species 


" which produces 95 per cent of the 
world's rubber and which is indig- 
enous to the Amazon valley. 


Transported to Ceylon, 
Malaya 


and other middle east possessions, 
a few of those seeds developed In- 
to trees. From that has come the 
great cultivated rubber Industry of 
the middle east.

of rubber, and made it better in
